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Chestnut Street 
residents to install 
sidewalks and curbing

Chestnut Street property 
owners will be notified to 
construct sidewalks and curbs 
according to the exact 
specificauons of the Pennsylvania 
Department of Transportation 
(PennDOT), the borough council 
ruled unanimously Tuesday 
evening 

The council ordered Solicitor 
William D Schrack III to prepare 
a letter informing owners along 
the proposed road construe uon 
site to contact PennDOT for the 
specificauons 

If a property owner cannot 
meet PennDOTs constructional 
and time requirements, PennDOT 
will bill the borough for the 
installation of curbing, 
sidewalks, and storm drains The 
property owners then will be 
required to reimburse the 
borough, Schrack said 

Initially, the borough had 
planned to contract PennDOT to 
complete the enure reconstruction 
project, which will include 
widening the road, lowering the 
grade in certain areas, and 
installing curbs, sidewalks, and 
retaining walls. Residents were to

curbing and sidewalks, which 
would cost roughly S60.000. 
PennDOT esumated 

After meeting last week with 
several PennDOT officials and a 
group of Chestnut Street 
residents, the council decided to 
give the property owners the 
choice to install their own 
sidewalks and curbing 

According to a map of the 
project, new curbs and sidewalks 
arc proposed for the west side of 
Chestnut Street from the Larry 
and Nancy Cocklin properly to 
the Eugene and Florence Diven 
property. 

The map also indicates 
curbing and sidewalks to be 
installed on the cast side of the 
street from north of the GTE 
Building to past the Donald and 
Eileen Klugh property 

The council unanimously 
authorized Council President 
John Creavey to enter into a 
reimbursement agreement for the 
proposed construction on 
Chestnut Street. However, it was 
not harmonious in appointing a 
new auditor 

Councilman John Livingston 
asked why the council planned to
